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Recovery Community Centers (RCCs) are independent, non-profit organizations that help 
individuals recovering from substance use disorders. They help build recovery capital by 
providing advocacy training, recovery information, mutual-help or peer-support groups, social 
activities, and other community-based services. In 2018, Missouri RCCs served over 14,000 
people. About 58% of those people were individuals with an Opioid Use Disorder (OUD).
